Nashvilie, Tenn., November 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—After a brilliant, spectacular, 
hard-fought contest on Dudley field to- 
day, a battle for blood, yet a clean, 
fairly-fought one, Vanderbilt and Se- 
wanee ended the football season of 1908 
with honors even.

Erle's Escape Miraculous. 


The escape of Erle, the driver. from 
death was miraculous. The steel-stud- 
ded tread of the non-skid tire on the 
right’ rear wheel broke fust as the car 
was attaining a maximum speed of 
more than 90 miles an hour. 

One of the loose ends of the flying 
tread struck Erle in the back of the 
head and for the fraction of a second 
his hand on the steering wheel faltered. 
A moment later the racer had torn from 
the road, struck a stone and turned tur- 
tle. Erle went flying im one direction 
and his mechans:ian in another. The 
latter picked himself up unhurt, but Erle 
suffered a broken nose and jaw. Al- 
though suffering intense pain, he walked 
some distance to a car which took him 
to a hospital. 

The start of the race was delayed 45 
minutes by a dense morning fog. After 
the first two laps the sun broke through 
and shone for the remainder of the day 
from a sky of cloudless blue with the 
brilliance and warmth of summer. 


Gathering of the Crowds. 


The gathering of the crowds today to 
witness the sixteen flights of the racing 
cars around the 25-mile course 
none of the picturesque features of the 
before-dawn pilgrimages from New 
York to the Vanderbilt cup course on 
Long Island, with roadways choked 
with touring cars and thousands of 
acetylene lanterns throwing  thefr 
piercing white rays through the mists 
of that darkest hour which comes be- 
fore the shadows of the growing day. 
But there were other interests to hold 
the attention of the onlookers, and the 
hour of the start, scheduled for 9 
o'clock, together with the accessibility 
of the grandstands, made the all-night 
vigil and early-morning journeys un- 
necessary. 

The course lald out for today’s race 
has few equals in its wealth of scenic 
beauty. There are frequent long 
stretches that will permit of the use 
of the last ounce of power in each 
throbbing engine, and where the driv- 
ers have predicted that a maximum of 
more than t00 miles an hour will be 
attained. At other points there are 
difficult and sinuous serpentine path- 
wavs that will test to the fullest the 
capabilities of the men at the wheels. 
The course has no “hairpin turn,” so 
famous along the Vanderbilt route, but 
it has an “appendix curve” just before 
the cars enter the leng home-stretch, 
where probably the fastest time of the 
race will be accomplished. 


The Course Described, 


Leaving the starting line on the 
home-stretch, the course leads to the 
left around a near-by turn and é@nters 
the 4-mile straightaway of White 
Bluff road. Under a canopy of over- 
hanging live oak trees heavily draped 
with Spanish moss, the cars plunge 
into the twilight shade of the dense 
and picturesque foliage. 

From the White Bluff road the course 
leads through the lanes of deciduous 
trees, just finding their vari-colored 
tints of autumn. and then enters the 
31-2 miles of arrow-flight speedway. 
offered by the specially constructed 
Ferguson avenue. This road, 60 feet in 
width, was cut through a virgin forest, 
and ig lined on either side by stalwart 
pines. The ever-changing scenes of the

The onrush- 
ing cars were visible. for a mile or 
more down the stretch today to the 
thousands gathered in the grandstands, 
which were constructed at.such an 
angle as to give each spectator a view 
of the course as far as the “elbow,” 
where the flying contestants flashed 
into view from time to time. 

Business in Savannah was entirely 
suspended today because of the races, 
and the city proper was deserted long 
before the hour set for the start. All 
along the course the crowds gathered, 
and there were the usual congestions 
about the dangerous curves, where ex- 
citement is always to be found. Many 
country folk, most of them colored, 
came from the near-by’ farms and 
plantations in covered wagons drawn 
by mules. and made a picnic of the day, 
eating sugarcane, singing and dancing. 

First Signs of Activity. 


The first signs of activity along the 
course were in the supply pits located 
just in front of the older of the two 
big grandstands, which seated some 
14,000 or 15,0U0 people. Mechanics and 
supply men were early on hand filling 
their allotted spaces with spare tires 
and countless cans of lubricating oil 
and gasoline. Soon: the first of the con- 
testing machines came rushing up to its 
pit station with loud-exploding engines 
ready for a final grooming. Other 
cars quickly followed, and there was 
a deafening roar from the many un- 
furled cylinders. 

Hooded drivers in oll-begrimed 
clothes. with earflags tied down tight- 
iy to stifle the noise of the hurricane 
created by the rushing speed of the 
straightaway stretches, and yet permit 
of hearing the slightest unusual mur- 
mur from beneath the engine hood, 
busied themselves with their charges 
in the last preparations for the start. 
Their mechanicians, similarly garbed 
to almost the last detail, were con- 
stantly at their side, and when both 
were seated at last in their slanting 
bucket seats they appeared more like 
popular conceptions of Mephistopheles 
in every-day working clothes .than 
mere human beings. Orders and_  in- 
structions in French, German, Italian 
and English mingled at times with the 
babel of the motors. 


The cars of the foreign competitors 


| were entered in groups, and the racing 
'machines of the different nations were 


painted in distinguishing colors. The 
five cars entered in the name of France 
were all of roval] blue. The six Italian 
entries were gay in a solid dressing of 
red. The three stolid German, cars 
were al] white, and looked impressive- 
ly powerful and heavy. The six Amer- 
ican entrants all appeared with white 
bodies and red running gear. The 
French cars consisted of a team of two 
Clement-Bayards a seaond team of two 
Renaults and an individual De Dietrich. 
The six Italian entrants were made up 
of two teams of three Fiats and three 
Italas. The three Germans all belonged 
to the Benz team. The American cars 
were all individually entered, there be- 
ing a Lozier. a Simplex, a Buick, a 
Chadwick, a National and an Acme on 
the list. 
Course Very Slippery. 

There wa wanuch speculation before 
the start as to whether or not the slip- 
pery course of the morning would inter- 
fere with the expected record-breaking 
the drivers.

FAiter Constitution: Although the hook- 
worm disease has been known in Europe for 
fifty vears or more and, probably, to the 
ancient Egyptians 8,600 years ago, its ex- 
Istance tn America, beyond a few sporadic 
cases, was not known until! 1902. In May of 
that year a distinct American species was 
discovered by Dr. Charles W. Stiles, chief of 
the division of zoology of the United States 
public health and marine hospital service, its 
life history and its effect on man studied 
and its wide dissemination throughout the 
southern states demonstrated by repeated ob- 
servations on the spot. By this work Dr 
Stiles has conferred an inestimable benefit 
on our people of the south, by showing the 
origin of the anaemia with ite consequent 
listlessness, in efficiency and thriftlessness 
so common among the large element of ove 
population, popularly known as the ‘poor 
whites.’’ They are poor chiefly because they 
are sick, but, fortunately we now know 
what they are sick of a disease that can be 
Surely prevented by the observation of cer- 
tain simple sanitary precautions. 

It is strictly a disease of the country, 
especially of the sandy districts, although it 
is likewise found in the hill and mountain 
sections. It existe only in tropical and sub- 
tropical regfons and, therefore, in the Uniteoe 
States, is limited to the south. In the life 
cyele of the worm it ig necessary that the 
@ggs should be deposited om the surface soil, 
where, under the influence of heat and mois- 
ture they hatch. Children playing in the 
dirt and putting their fingers in thaér mouths 
swallow them, but most commonly, as all 
southern country children and many adults 
go barefooted, the embryonic worms effect 
an entrance into the body through the sktn 
and are the cause, it seems to have been 
proven, of grounditch. So it follows that the 
pollution of the soll with buman excrement is 
a sine qua non in the Infection with this 
disease. Such being the case, it is plain that 
its prevent'op can be secured by the buflding 
and invariable use of privies. This sounds 
very simple, but practical men, who know 
all the facts, realize what a stupendous probv- 
lem it is. It can only be solved by education 
in the simpie rudiments of hygiene as well as 
in letters. As the people are generally edu- 
cated they will aspire to higher things and 
will demand the appurtenances of civilization. 

It is proposed by our able superintendent 
of public Instruction, Dr. Joyner, to set aside 
in all the, public schools of the state a cer- 
tain week to be known as ‘health week,’’ 
during which special instruction in regard 
to hookworm disease and other subjects re- 
lating to the public health will be given 
orally by the teacher, and by leaflets to be 
studied by the children and carried hore to 
their parents. In addition fo this we have 
been very fortunate in securing the promise 
of Burgeon General Wyman, as soon as cer- 
tain legislation, now pending, is enacted, of 
the deail of Dr. Stiles to conduct a propagan- 
de on hookworm disease in our state.

@rama, each word a scene; a riot of 
imagination; «she produces in her hear- 
ers, and students realize in her thdi- 
vidual interpretation a great deal of 
the Maeterlinkian itdea of the drama 
“where nothing material happens, but 
everything materiai is felt.” She im- 
parts a veritable atmosphere of living 
people playing their parts of joy or 
sorrow of tragedy or comedy. 

By pérsonality or magnetism, those 
charmed by her will be satisfied to ex- 
plain her art, but those talking te 
Mrs. Walsefield and hearing her loyally 
proclaim that, through the help and ap- 
preciation of women, she achieved her 
first success, are apt to suspect that 
she has read some after Nietzche and 
realizes that woman’s power lies im 
knowing she has it. and then consery- 
ing it and using it in the right way. 

This was the keynote of Shaw’s “Su- 
perman.” It was not “Ann's” person- 
ality, her magnetism, her voige, her 
witchery, but it was the power she 
knew she had ‘in her that served her 
purpose. She called this power into 
play, not merely to fan the emotions 
for a moment, but to possess in soul 
and mind and spirit the one she selec*- 
ed—who was one man named “Tan- 
ner.” Tanner rebelled. It amused 
Ann. He felt himself attracted, drawn 
and finally fettered. Ann was not the 
circe, the vampire or the courtesan. 
She was the woman who knew she had 
a@ power and knew how to use it, 

Tanner knew it. It made him angry 
when he realized it. He didn’t try to 
analyze what it all was, but simply, 
like a gentleman at the last, acknow!- 
edged himself tne victim. 

Seeing and hearing and attempting to 
analyze Willa Holt Wakefield’s art, one 
cannot but see in it the knowledge of 
woman's power and the knowledge of 
how to use it in its fullest sense. 

In her tender notes, and those of 
pathos, there is always evident the 
woman's witchery. Women try to reach 
her meaning, and think they under- 
stand. “We all know what she means,” 
say the women, but the men do not try 
to understand—they just capitulate, as 
did Tanner, or. like an enthusiastic 
critic in The New York Star of recent 
Gate, they are apt to exclaim, “An. 
Willa Holt Wakefield, what a gift hae 
heaven showered on you—the ability 
to make us smile one moment and fee!

ENGINEERING IN NAVY 
DISCUSSED BY BARTON 


He Says There Is a Vast Field for 
Improvement in This Branch 
of the Navy. 


Washington, November 26.—‘‘There is 
a vast field for improvement in the huge 
machinery installed in the United States 
navy. and many problems of efficiency 
and economy which can be solved, nota- 
bly in coal and oil consumption, and 
the reduction of expenses of a snip com- 
ing to navy yard for repairs, by a close 
and better supervision of machinery de- 
tails, which can be gained by a higher 
and better skilled technical knowledge, 
and lastly, greater economy in navy 
yard management,’”’ says Admiral John 
K. Barton, engineer-in-chief of the Unit- 
ed States navy, in his annual report to 
the secretary of the navy. 

Admiral Barton declares that engin- 
eering In the navy has reached such a 
point that two things must be done; 
at least twenty officers of the grade 
of lieutenant commander and lieutenant 
should be ordered at once to shore duty 
connected with his bureau, and a fixed 
policy should be adopted of assiga™mg 
permanently a number of officers to 
engineering duty only, Resumption of 
work by the bureau school of Iinstruc- 
tion is urged, ‘that organization having 
been ‘broken up during the last year be- 
cause no officers were ordered to be in- 
structed. ; 

“To interrupt this method of impart- 
ing special engineering knowledge sé 
necessary to the line officer,’’ he says, 
“in a modern navy would appear to be a 
step backward and if continued one that 
will result in serious: detriment to the 
technical training of this body of of- 
ficers."’ 

The bureau, he says, is standardizing 
as rapidly as possible all details of ma- 
chinery 80 as to simplify the case of 
supplying vessels with materials.

FIREMEN AND POLICEMEN 
WILL RIDE FREE TODAY 


Agreement Between City and Street 
Car Company Goes Into Effect 
This Morning. 

Beginning today the policemen and. 
firemen in the city will ride free on th® 

trolley cars in the city. 

After nearly a year of negotiating and 
conferring the streetcar people and, 
the general council reached an agree- 
ment which was approved by the state 
railroad commission. 

Under the agreement the city !s ie 
reduce the charges made for the usé 
of tae viaducts and bridges by the street 
car compauy, and for this reduction the 
car company will furnish free transpor-, 
tation for firemen and policement. 

Under the agreement the city officers 
must waive al] might to damages in case, 
of accident and must give. their’ seats 
to passengers who pay their fares.

PLOT AGAINST EMPRESS. 


Alleged Attempt Made on Life of the 
Dowager Empress of Russia. 

St. Petersburg, November 26.—Tele- 
grams received in this city today give 
@n account of the discovery of an al- 
leged plot upon the life of the dowager 
empress of Russia during her recent 
journey from Copenhagen to this city. 

Shortly before the train on which her 
majesty was riding passed Pondery, 
three men were noticed acting sus- 
piciously, They were approached by 
gendarmes and opened fire with re- 
volvers. Two got away, but one was 
arrested. This incident is the basis of 
sensational reports. The train passed 
Pondery at full speed, and it is argued 
that even had it been their intention, 
the three imen would have had no oppor- 
tunity to harm the empress. If the ter- 
rorists have designs on the life of her 
majesty they could find countless oppor- 
tunities to attack her on the streets of 
St. Petersburg.

YERKES LIBRARY LOST 
TO CITY OF NEW YORK 


Widow Refused to Pay $17,000 In- 
terest on Mortgage. 
New York. November 26.—Because tae 


be | 


widow of the late Charles T. Yerkes re- 
fused to pay $!7,000 interest on a mort- 
gage, the eity of New York will lose 
the Yerkes library and art gallery, ad- 
joining the Yerkes mansion, at Fifth 
avenue and Sixty-eighth street. An oOr- 
der providing for the gale of the library 
under foreclosure on December !6 was 
entered yesterday as a.result of pro- 
ceedings brought by the Mutual Life In- 
surance Company, which held the mort- 
gage. 

Mr. Yerkes provided in his will tat 
the library and art gallery should be- 
come municipal property, and since the 
suit of the Mutual Life was instituted, 
it was generally understood that the 
matter would be amicably settled. But 
unless something is done between now 
and December !6 the property will be 
lost to New York as a public institu- 
tion. 

The value of the library is considered 
to be greatly in excess of the amount 
of the judgment to be satisfied, $242,296, 
while the land where the structure is 
situated ig Held at about $12,000 a front 
foot. With this as an estimate, the 
property is twice as valuable ,as_ the 
amount of the judgment.

Pri Speaks at Colored 
Cornerstone Laying 


RACE PROBLEM DISCUSSED 


Roosevelt Says It Existe North as 
Well as South, and Will Never 
Be Settled Till Color Cuts 
No Figure in Treat- 
ment of Men. 


‘ ¢ 

Washington, November 26.—The pres- 
ence ‘of President Roosevelt at the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone at the home for 
the colored Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation made the event a most notable 
one among the colored people of the 
District of Columbia. Although the 
weather was not sultable for an out- 
of-door ceremony, the attendance was 
large, includjng not only a great gath- 
ering of colored residents, but many 
distinguished officials of the federa! 
and local government. 

The president was the 0»principal 
speaker of the occasion. He appeared 
at the site of the proposed $1!00,000 
building at Twelfth street, between S 
and T streets, within a few minutes of 
the time set for the beginning of the 
ceremonies, 2 p.m, He was given cheer 
after cheer. E. J. Morton, president of 
the colored branch of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, presided. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars of the 
fund needed was given by John OD. 
Rockefeller, the remainder of the cost of 
the structure being raised from among 
the colored people in the district. 


Roosevelt on Race Problem. 


Discussing the race quegtion, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said: 

“As for the white man, let him re- 
member in this, as in all other matters, 
that to do justice to the colored man 
is demanded not only by the interest of 
the colored man, but by the {fnterest of 
the white man also. Sooner or later in 
this conmunity every class of citizens 
will ‘feel the effect of the raising or 
degradation of any other class. ‘All 
men up’ is a much safer motto than 
‘some men down.’ 

“T am not speak of social] relations: I 
am speaking of equality of treatment 
before the law, of equality of oppor- 
tunity to earn a living, of equality of 
opportunity to earn the respect that 
should be accorded to the man who be- 
haves decently. and is a good neighbor 
and good citizen. 

“There are plenty of difficult problems 
in thds country, plenty of problems re- 
quiring infinite patience. forbearance, 
and good judgment if they are to be 
dealt with wisely, and which can not 
iby any possibility receive even an ap- 
proximately comiplete solution within a 
short time. What ts known as the race 
problem is one of the moat difficult: and 
it exists in the north as well as in the 
South. But of one thing we can rest 
assured. and that is that the only way 
in which to bring nearer the time 
when there shall be even an approxi- 
mately fair solution of the problem ig to 
treat each man on his mérits as a man. 
He should not be treated badly because 
he happens to be of qa givén color, nor 
should he receive tmmunity for miscon- 
duct because he happens to be of a 
given color. Let us all strive, accord- 
ing to owr ability and as far as the 
conditions wiil permit, to secure to the 
man of one color who behaves uprightly 
and honestly, with thrift and with fore- 
Sight, the same opportunity for reward 
and for living his life under the pro- 
tection of the law and without molesta- 
tion bv outsiders, that would be his if 
he were of another color. 


Daty of White Man. 


is the duty of the white man to 
exact justice is meted out to 
the coiored man, the same justice he 
would receive if he were not colored: 
and upon the colored man is imposed the 
duty to make himself a useful! citizen. 
to so hehave as to win the respect of 
his white neighbor. 

“It is to the great interest of the 
white people no less than of the colored 
people that all possible educational 
facilities should be given the colored 
people: and it is of even greater interest 
to both races that the colored man 
should steadily strive for his own in- 
dustrial and moral] uplift.”

COLORED BAPTISTS ADJOURN. 


Macon, Ga., November 26.—(Special.j— 
The annua! religious and educational 
congress of the colored Baptist conven- 
tion of Georgia closed its work here last 
night, the most important and most suc- 
cessful sessions of the entire history of 
the organization having been held. The 
leading colored Baptists of the state 
were in attendance. The meetings were 
eld with Fremont Temple, Rev. W. R. 
Forbes, pastor. 

Regarding. the work.of the session, 
the body incorporated the following 
statements into an announcement for 
the public: 

“This congress discussed, took a 
stand for and urged that our leaders 
teach our people from the pulpit and 
Platform that they cultivate a friendly 
spirit for our neighbor (the white): es-— 
tablish confidence, to instill supreme - 
respect for authority for law and or- 
der, yield a cheerful obedience to the 
same: that a thorough preparation be 
made in order that they may render 
acceptable service in their employment 
as well as to themselves; that great 
care be taken in their attire for serv-- 
ice as well as for jeisure; that every- 
thing possible be done in every way ta 
bétter prepare the great masses of our 
people for the present day demands ef 
the times. 

“This body desires to permanently es- 
tablish Central City college at Macon 
as an agency to fit the negro for use- 
fulness in the home and to render 
faithful and appreciable service in the 
various employments and industries as 
well as for the professions and general 
leadership of his people.
